My Lord Chancellor, 


E are now upon an Act of the laſt Conſequence, it is an Act for Secu- 
rity of the KingtÞm in caſe of the * Death. I hear it propoſed 
by a Noble Earl on ibe other ſide, that this Act ſhould have the ſame Nar- 


4 rative with the Act 1696, But I would have it Conſidered, That our 
Circumſtances are much changed fince that time : We had then both a King and 
Succeſſor in Being, now, pur Happinels and the Welfare of this Kingdom, doth ſole- 
y Depend upon the Lite of our moſt Gracious and Excellent Queen (whom God 
long preſerve) for a Bleſſing to this Nation; It is from her Bounty to this Her an- 
cient Kingdom, that we hope to bring this Excellent and Uſeſul Law to per ſection; 
Therefore, My Lord, in my humble Oppion, the beſt Narrative can be given to this 
Act is, to ſet things in their True Light before this Honourable Houſe, with relati- 
on to the Circumſtances of this Nation as at preſent, and as it hath been this Cen- 
tury of years by paſt, ever fince the Union ef the two Crowns under one Monarch, 
' — Conſider, My Lord, our preſent Circumſtances, we are a divided People a- 


wongſt our ſelyes, dividedend ſeparated bo our Intereſts and Circumſtances * all 
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Eurote beſides; We have no Treaties, no Alliances with any of the States or b T 
tentates of Europe; Yea, we have little or no Trade, Commerce or Corre{pondenWMor 
abroad, our Military Corps ſerve abroad without Poſt, Name or Cartel, and are Mon 
ther like to the Ih ac!ites ſervice in Egypt, than that of a tree Independent Nation aer 
ſiſt ing their Neighbours : But above all, My Lord, we are under that fingular Spe ſuc 
Cality, that we know not who ſhall Reign over us, neither have we any particuluW ti 
aw pointing out, or directing us what to do when that melancholly day comeig} 
that we ſhall be ſo miſerable as to loſe the beſt of Queens, yea the belt of Soveraigy;MTh 
Tli:fe, My Lord, are our preſent Circumſtances, and 1 am ſure they are fo ui! 
vourable, provoking and melancholly, that they deſerve both the Time and Thought t! 
of this Honourable Houle, to find out an adequat Remedy for them, eſpecially whe: | It} 
we are encouraged to it by her Majeſties Gracious Letter to this Parliament, im Peet 
powering us to make, alter, or amend what Laws may tend to the Benefit of thr 
Nation. M 

Tet us then goon, My Lord, with that unanimity becomes us, in the Treating of « 
ſo weighty an Affair: This is the concern of a Nation, and a Nation that hath beet b 
under a ſenſible Decay and Conſumption for this hundred yeats by paſt, and is nou 
become ſo very weak and debilitated, that it hath ſcarce Strength to endure a Cure 

If we do but confider the Ruins of our Royal Burrows, we may ſee what a valle 
decay we have ſuffered in Trade, in a Century which may juſtly be called the Cen- MI: 
tury of Trade, or the Trading Age; if we will but conſult the Hiſtories of Eurce Md. 
and of our own, we will find the Share and Figure we bore in the Affairs of Eur- ht | 
with reſpect, and in proportion to other Potentates and States the preceding Centu- Me 
ry, vaſtly fallen in this: What a Figure makes Sweden, Denmark, Swiſſerland, Portuga, Wn 
and Tuſcany in the World now, with whom we were more than equal forme! iy; pi 
But above all, the States of Holland have impioven that day to the beft Advantage, Wk 
and to their own Grandure, Power and Glory. : 

It is true, My Lord, if we conſider England and Spain, that although they have 
made the greateſt Advances in Trade and Plantations, and have had Kingdoms and Hr 
Provinces both in Europe and America made ſubject to their reſpective Monarchs, yet 
their Power for all thele Advantages ſeems to be leſſened trom what it was foi mer- 
ly, when Spain graſped at the Fitth Monarchy, and E land at the Conqueſt of France 
and to ſpeak truth, I can ſee no reaſon why it ſhould be ſo, conſidering that Mo- 
ney is the natural product of the Dominions of the one, and that the Riches of the 
other by Trade, are fo greatly increaſed, fave that neither of them have encourage! 
their fellow Subjects, with theſe neceſſary Immunities and Priviledges as the wiſs 
Romans uſed to do, but on the contrary they have made their Yoke ſo uneaſie that M, 
it hath pleaſed God to fingle out theſe two Nations from the bulk ot Europe from | 
making any Advances in Power proportionable to what they have dune in Trade; 
And My Lord, I muſt ſay, this appears to be the Finger of God, that they may ſee | 
their fins in their Puniſhment, on 5 : 

From what I have ſaid, My Lord, it is evident that this Nation is labour ing under 
ſome fundamental Error, with relation to its Conſtitution ever ſince the Union « *

iguhrhe prudent foreſight of Henry the 7th, the reſtiels endeavours of Henry the 8h, 
n Eaward the 61th, to bring Scotland under the fame Monarch with Eng/and, had 


gha the deficed and long looked for Effect till the Death of Queen Elizabeth. 
heit is a matter of Admiration, that during the 40 years Reign of that Illuſtrious 
im Peen or Predeceſſors, ſo far as I can learn, had never ſo much as under their Con- 
 th@ration, how neceſſary it was to have their Conſtitution rectified, in caſe of 
Monarchs Reſidence in England: Sure they had dear bought Experience of her 
19 cf} 0t Government, and of her undue Intermedling in the Affairs of Scotland, and 
bent by ſupporting ſometimes one Party, ſometimes another, as ſhe found it neceſſa- 
non and which was moſt unaccountable of all, by her allowing her own neareſt 
ure {woman Queen Mary, the Mother of our King, and then apparent Heir to both 
va!Wpgdoms, to be Arraigned, Condemned and Executed as a Subject of England , 
den. N Lam apt to think our Predeceflors have been much in the like with the Iſraelites 
1602 dr ing in the Wildernelis, who, tho they ſuffered much, their Hearts were ſtill

deceſſors had of reſerving the Soyeraignty and Independency of their Natie 
which they ſaw was in great Danger by the Abſence of their King; For it 14 
(The King vouchſafes to aſſure them of his ſincere Diſpaſit ion and clear meaning, no wa) 
the [aid Union to prejudge or hurt the Fundamental Laws, ancient Priviledges, Offices, ; 
Liberties of the Kingdom, which if innovate could no more be a free Monarchy) what t 
Conſequence ot this Union was, is well known, it was only an Amuzement, ay 
ended in an unconſiderable Tariff of Trade betwixt the Two Nations, and ſmall 
— 1 it was thought too c nſiderable for us to have, and therefore the Ex 
reſi led it. 

The next Method our prudent fellow Subjects take, to influence our Governm: 
ſo, as we might not be able tor the future to rectify our Conſtitution, was to ext 
the Prerogative , they Judged well enough, that if our King have a large Preroy 
tive, that his reſiding among them would make them Maſters ot that, theretor 
Parliament is called in the 6th year of God; and the very firſt Act is anent the Kin 
Royal Prerogative, The Narrative, which is the Ratio Legis, runs thus, (That þ 
our King is now King of the Renowned Kingdom of England, France and Ireland, wii 
very far ſurpaſſeth the Wealth, Power and Force of the Dominions of His Primo-Geni! 
Kings of Scotland, for Di charge whereof, GOD hath endued His Majeſty with ſua m 
extraordinar Graces and maiſt Rair and Excellent Virtues, and that GOD having manif:| 
expreſſed his Heavenly Will to be, that His Majeſties Imperial Pow er, whilk GOD bath 
graciouſly enlarged, ſhall wt be deminiſhed, but rather Reverenced and Augmented; Ts: 
fe His Soveraign Authority, Princely Power, Royal 4 171197 and Privi'edge of 
Crown, is largely extended over all Eſtates, &c.) All I ihall Oblerve from this, 
Lord, is, That we may clearly ſee from whence this came, when at the ſame t 
there was no ſuch extending ef Prerogative with relation to England. 

The ſecond Act of the ſame Parliament is for reſtoring the Eſtate of Bill:ops, ; 
the reaſon of that Law is, becauſe (They are ſua far neceſſar Fundaments and Pillar; 
maintaining the Authority of Princes, &c.) Therefore, &c. 

Before I proceed furder, My Lord, ] ſhall once for all Obſerve, That an Unie 
the Prerogative and State of Biſhops, are.the three Handles which our Prudent a 
Potent Neighbours have made ule of, for theſe Hundred years bypaſt, to draw 
them the ſole power of Influencing the Government of our Nation, and of preve 
ting of the Rectification ot its Conſtitution from time to time, and ſo I go on. 

n the 7th, 9th and 12th yeirs of God, we had Parliaments, which were 0! 
imployed in advancing the Epiſcopal Government, as appears by the Acts theret 
in favour of Deans and Chapters, Teinds ald other Eccleſiaſtical Benefices, 

But in the Year 17th, My Lord, our good old King muſt be periwaded to mai

4 119 come now, My Lord, to the Year 1641. which affords us an excellent oppor- 
niit y for rectity ing of our Conſtitution, and it appears by the Acts of that time, 
at" t our Predeceſſors were then falling to it in good Earneſt : They had had ſo Re⸗ 
T"Sht an Inſtance of their being Invaded by Force, when other means failed. But 
e, they miſtook their mealures, for it they had at that time roundly and ſound- 
1, Medctified their Conſtitution, and gone into the Aſſiſtance ot their jaw ful King, 
e they did to that of the Engliſh Parliament, we might at this time been reaping 
Benefit of 1t more ways than one, for in common Reaſon it is no policy to ag- 
PS, ndize a Nation, that is by far our our Superiour, and who have always ſhowen 
44 Wnclination, both by writing and otherways to graſp at our Soveraignty. But 
ve acted molt fooliſhly, yet our prudent and potent Neighbours knew very 
Iniqu how to play their G:me; and ſeeing at that time, that they could not bring 
p to their Religious Worſhip; no matter what it be, providing they have an 
duence in our Affairs. They'l complement ue, and they will follow our manner 
Worſhip, and leſt we ſhould doubt the ſincerity of their Intentions by ſo ſudden 
hange, They, good people, will give us a moſt Solemn League and Covenant 
our furder Security : Thus we were catched. 
y Lord, The next period is that of the 5oth Year of God, when we called 
e the Righteous Heir King Charles the 2d ; at that time alſo, we loſt an excellent 
maß portunity to reCtifie our Conſtitution; Then our prudent Adverſaries (for at 
t time we were in War with them) ſet all their Engines at work, to break us 
ong our ſelves, and lo to hinder us to Unite amongſt our ſelves and with our

o great Things for their King, Country and Religion, as it was then Eſtabliſh 
ed; and which in all probability would not have miſſed of a favourable Event, 
we had not fit in our own Light. ; 

What was the Conſequence of all this, my Lord > This our neglect makes on 


Enemies Succeſsful, our Endeavours for our young King prove unſucceſsful, ar 
we in a manner totally Subjected to them, both in our Civil and Religious con; 


cerns, and continued ſo till the coth Year of God. 

In the 6oth Year of God, King Charles is Reſtored, and our old prudent Neigh 
bours ſaw the Scene was changed, yet they were very unwilling to let go their ho 
of Soveraignty over us; 1hey were willing to keep what Fits & Modis they hai 
got, Therefore they adviſed our gracious King to continue us in the ſame condition 
we were then in: That is to ſay, as a Province depending upon England. The un 
reaſonablenefs of this Propoſal, my Lord, may ſhow how much people are blinded 
with their own Intereſt, That we who had been the fir! who ſaw our Errors, wh: 
proteſted againſt the Kings Tryal, Sentence and Execution, who had raiſed an Ar: 
my for his Liberation when Priſoner in the Iſle of Wight, who had Recall d ar! 
Crown'd his Son, who had Invaded Eng/and under his Conduct tor Reſtoring him 
to his Fathers Kingdoms, and for doing whereof, we had brought upon us and ou: 
Nation, all the Calamities of War, Bondage and Servitude, Forts and Caſtles built 


to keep us in Subject ion, and a ſtanding Army of Ten thouland Men kept a tooth 


upon us; a number ſufficient to have kept in ſubjection the whole Iſland, I ſay 
my Lord, That after all this, to think that any perſon ſhould have dared to make 


ſuch a Propoſition to a King who knew the truth of this lo well, ſeems to me, tog 


have been the height of Impudence, to ſay no worſe, And yet, My Lord, Thi: 
was done; I have very good Vouchers for it, and General Mont was the principal 
Counſellor thereof, tho by our Counſel and Aſſiſtance he was enabled to accom, 
pliſh that glorious deſign for his Majeſties Reſtauration, 
But bleſſed be God, the propoſal was both abborred and rejected by tur gracious King: 
And then being thus diſappointed, they fall to their old Trade again, Biſhops muſt be Re.
